“IGORONER DICIDES 
E FUN DEATE 


PURELY ACCIDENTAL; 


A deep gloom; has been cast over Ed 
gerton district, through a chain of dis- 
tressing aecidents with fatal results 
Wednesday morning, June 4th, which 
caused the death of. E N. Evans while 
his son D. R. Evans suffered a broken 
leg and other minor injuries 

Deceased had hitched four bronchos 
to a cultivator ‘near where he was to 
cultivate and before reaching the field 
through some unknown cause, the 
team boltel and he was thrown among, 
the teeth of the cultivator. The horses 
tore around and across the field sever- 
al times until they were finally tangl- 
ed up in a wire fence which stopped 
them, and all this time deceased had 
been dragged around under the -cul- 
tivator. 

He was found by C. Knutson, who 
had driven out to see -him on buis- 
ness. Mr.. Knutson unhitched — the 
horses, receiving a nasty kick in the 
chest. while so doing, and hurriedly 
drove to Edgerton to get miedical help 
Coroner Wallace of Wainwright was 
notified of the accident. 

On arrival of the doctor at the scene 
oi the accident, he found deceased’s 
son, who had come to the rescue of 
his father, lying stretched out on the 
ground some distance from where the 
horses were tied to a tree It was seen 
that E. N. Evans ~vas dead, and that 
the doctor then turned his attention to 
the son. On examination he, found 


that he was suffering. from a broken 


thigh and bruises in the face caused 
by the kicking of the crazed bronchos 
He was given the necessary treatment 
and taken home.
